Y “Weve won! We've won! We won't have 
to go through that dirty alley and past those 
old saloons!” 

Four pretty “hello” girls triumphantly 
hastened up the long stairway leading to a 
hall at 10 Clark street. The good news had 
preceded them. Cheers that could be héard 
in the street below from more than 100 girls 
announced the success of the committee's 
visit late yesterday afternoon to President 
Arthur D. Wheeler of the Chicago Telephone 
company. 

The strike of the central exchange opera- 
tors was over. Three hundred and sixty 
girls had refused to go to work in the morn- 
ing. They stamped their feet, puckered their 
smooth faces into frowns, and said saucy 
things to Manager Holden because they were 
obliged to go to their duties in the new builld- 
ing in the rear of the Title and Trust building 
at 100 Washington street past three saloons, 
where they were subjected toinsult. Having 
won their victory, they will return to work 
today. 

Downtown Service Impaired. 

The entire telephone service of the down- 
town district was impaired, the places of the 
strikers being filled by inexperienced re- 
serve girls. After a promising attempt to tle 
up the Harrison and main exchanges, 4 
visit to Acting Mayor McGann and an- 
other visit to Mr. Wheeler, with a conference 
with the Federation of Labor between times, 
the strikers obtained these concessions: 

PERMISSION to use the main entrance of the 
Chicago Title and Trust building for the present. 

ABANDONMENT of offensive alley entrance from 
Dearborn street north of the Boyce building. 
unless the girls are satisfied with its improvemen:. 

PRIVILEGE to use another alley entrance south 
of the University club, where the girls will have to 
pass no saioons. 

Sign Concession to Girls. 

If the objectionabid alley is used—the girl 
cperators consenting—it is to have suspend 
ed at the entrance a sign reading “ Chicago 
Telephone cempany.” This to meet the ob- 
sections of the operators, who say the public 
otherwise would believe they were patroniz- 
irg the saloons. 

Out of the day’s exciting events the Chi- 
cago F 
other affiliate y. 
of the International Blacksmiths’ associa- 
tion, noticing the girl strikers congregating 
in the streets in the morning, hired a hall 
at 10 South Clark street for their occupancy. 
Later—beween ice cream so0das—he gave 
them sage advice concerning the drafting of 
resolutions, the formation of committees, and 
the organization of unions. President Fitz- 
patrick of the federation of labor, before the 
meeting adjourned in the afternoon, secured 
the names of several girls who gave a half- 
hearted consent to act as officers of Tele- 
phone Operators’ union, local No. 1. The 
argument Fitzpatrick used was that the tele- 
phone company might discharge the ring- 
leaders of the strike. 

“If one is discharged every girl will walk 
out again,’ said one of the most animated, 
an attractive blonde of the natural variety. 

“You bet we will!” shcuted all the trim 
lassies. President Wheeler said, however, 
that the company did not barbor any resent- 
ment against the girls. 

Barred from Street Entrance. 

The trouble was due to the occupancy of 
the new .building in which the central ex- 
change recently was installed. It is a four 
story structure. costing $100,000, on ground 
leased from the Chicago Title and Trust com- 
pany. It reaches to none of the streets. The 
trust company. stipulated that the girl op- 
erators were not tousethe main entrance of 
the building in Washington street. 

The principal objection to the alley arose 
from the fact that these young girls, in their 
teens and shielded by the telephone com- 
pany, theoretically speaking, as well as by 
their own homes, from comtaminating influ- 
ences, were obliged to pass the Vanderbilt 
bar’s emtrance in the rear of 88 Washington 
street. 

This is a resort patronized toa considerable 
extent by men and women who have lost all 
shattered remnants of respect for themselves 
or any one else. It is one of those places that 
derive their chief patronage through the rear 
or alley entrance and every time the young 
girls passed this they not only have been sub- 
jected to evil influences, but they have been 
unable to shut their eyes to the lowest forms 
of depravity. 

While the strike was in progress several 
loudly dressed women were in the saloon, 
which is decorated with pictures of women 
and ribald mottoes. It is claimed by the sa- 
loon management that women are not per- 
mitted in the wineroom without escorts, but 
the telephone girls gave as one of the rea- 
sons for their strike the spectacle of a drunk- 
en woman ejected the day before by two men, 


Insulted by Young Loafers. 

As the telephone operators have passed 
through the alley they say they have been 
solicited to come in and drink at this saloon 
by young men who frequently are congre- 
gated at the rear entrance. 

The alley south of the University club, 
which the girls will be aliowed to use, also 
is open to objection. It 15 filled with teams 
much of the time and is not kept clean, al- 
though paved with granite. 

The committee visited Mr. Wheeler at the 
suggestion of acting Mayer McGann, upop 
whom {ft called first. At that time the com- 
mittee consisted of ten. j 

“Can’t the city force the telephone com- 
pany to use the front entrance?” asked @ 
pretty young woman, whose brown eyes 
beamed on Mr. McGann from under a lace 
hat. 

Then eli told their trouble at once. 

“ Fresh young men ’’—"* They Stare at us ” 
—** Teams in the alley "—*‘ Muddy our white 
skirts ’’—‘‘ Things no respectable girl should 
see ’—* Your mother and your wife wouldn't 
@o it ’’—the acting mayor heard simultane- 
ously. Then he seized a telephone and told 
President Wheeler he was going to send the 
committee over to him.

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FRANCE HAS FOOD SCANDAL 


Whole Nation Consumes Death 
Dealing Adulterations. 


MAKERS CALLED MURDERERS 


Paris Matin Prints Exposure and De- 
mands Legislation. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Aug. 23.—After the great to-do 
made by the European press over the revela- 
tions of the American canned meats scan- 
dais it is not uninteresting to Americans to 
find in the leading Paris newspaper a con- 
epicuous article showing the French people 
long have been victinis of outrageous prac- 
tices by adulterators of food products. 

The Matin today publishes a leading ar- 
ticle with a map showing the chief supply 
centers in France and declaring that the 
alimentary products furnished by a major- 
ity of them have been death dealing in char- 
acter. 

To be sure the Matin points out that this 
horrible condition will be remedied by a 
law, the passage of which will be secured 
by M. Ruan, minister of agriculture, ut the 
paper does not hesitate to say the people 
who have furnished these products have 
Leen divided into two classes whom it frank- 
ly describes as thieves and assassins, 


Adulterators Are Called Murderers. 


That there may be no mistake as to its 
meaning, the Matin characterizes as thieves 
those who have been selling oleomargarine 
as butter, shop sweepings as pepper, horse 
meat as lark pie, and as assassins those who 
have been selling skimmed milk as an anti- 
septized article and thus robbing mothers 
and murdering infants, the latter to the num- 
ber of 50,000 a year. 

The paper says that of the 38,000,000 
French people 33,000,000 have known no pro- 
tection against the food adulterators, who 
have enjoyed a liberty which has been noth- 
ing less than charming. Even the thieves 
often have flirted with the assassins, while 
the latter always are thieves also. 


No Means of Testing Food. 

The Matin names fifteen cities which have 
municipal laboratories for testing food and 
calle attention to the fact that the following 
large cities are without them: Marseilles, 
Bordeaux, Rouen, Nantes, Caen, and Amiens. 

The Matin gives a comfortable reassur- 
ance, however, that as in the cage of the 
new American laws, the inspection of canned 
meats for France's hitherto unprotected 
33.000,000 will, under M. Ruan’s law, be safe. 


Prussians Have to Eat Dirt. 

RERLIN, Aug. 23.—The government med- 
ical department has issued a report on Prus- 
sian bakeries and slaughter houses, to which 
the newspapers are giving sensational prom- 
inence, one of them using the caption, 
‘* America in Prusela.” 

Many of the butchering establishments 
were located in cellars, where cleanliness was 
impossible, and others had no place for em- 
ployés to wash themselves. 

The inspectors found particularly objee- 
tionable conditions in the bakeries. In one 
town boys kneaded the dough with their 
feet, and one bakery was occupied by cats 
and hens. Another baker's oven served, ad

BOAT AFIRE;CARGO EXPLODES 


Burning Freight Lighter Im- 
perils Factories on Lake Front. 


JUMP IN WATER TO ESCAPE. 


Members of Crew Save Themselves by 
Swimming Ashore. 


The C. H. Conover, a freight lIighter, 
owned by Hibbard, Bartlett, Spencer & 
company, caught fire as it lay in the Barry 
slip, off Michigan street, last midnight, caus- 
ing peril to twenty-five men aboard and en- 
dangering large manufacturing plants on 
either side of the slip. 

Explosions of cartridges and barrels of 
benzine added to the spectacular scene, which 
attnacted hundreds of persons. Blazing oil 
covered the water for a period of thirty min- 
utes aga result of these explosions, and it was 
with difficulty that the firemen kept this from 
reaching the docks on either side. 

The loss to the craft and its cargo will reach 
$40,000, of which $30,000 is on the cargo of 
freight and the remainder on the boat itself. 


Men Swim to Save Lives. 

The lighter was just starting out to go up 
the river with a cargo for the Rock Island, 
the Frisco, and Burlington freight depots, 
when the fire began. The City of Traverse 
was near by, ag wete boats of the Barry 
line. The flames were noticed first by Emery 
Johneon, an employé of the Northwestern 
railroad, and Charles Johneon of the City of 
Traverse. The boat was not far from the 
dock and they seized ropes which had not 
been drawn in and pulled the boat toward 
shore. 

There was an immediate rush for the gang- 
plank by members of the crew, composed of 
seamen and laborers, but four of the men 
did not wait for the craft to reach the dock 
and jumped into the water. 

The engineer, M. J. Tommey, was in the 
boller room, where the blaze started, sup- 
posedly from spontaneous combustion. He 
saw his escape was cut off, and, without hesi- 
tating, jumped through an open porthole. 
He and the others swam to the dock. Mean- 
while an alarm had been turned in, and six 
engine companies and two fire tugs re- 
sponded. When all were off the boat the 
tugs pulled it out into the middle of the slip. 


Burned to Water’s Edge. 

The fireboats kept streams of water stainteiet 
on the lighter, as did the engines from the 
shore, but the flames gained rapid headway. 
Before the fire finally was extinguished the 
craft practically had been burned to the 
water's edge. 

It was thought for awhile that the fiames 
would communicate tothe buildings on shore. 
On one side is the plant of the General Biec- 
tric company and on the other the building 
of Wakem & McLaughiin. 

The Conover had an interesting history. 
It was named after Charles H. Conover, vice 
president of Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & 
Co., after its completion three years ago. 
The craft was something of a ploneer In its 
line, the object of its construction being to 
avoid transporting all merchandise shipped 
by the company by team—thus circumvent- 
ing in a way the teamsters’ unions and the 
-rowding of the streets,

sensation in St. Louis. 

‘*Mrs. Sturgeon’s marriage was a big mis- 
take,” said this woman. “It is another case 
of the girl marrying the wrong mana. 

“When Amy Bay came to St. Louis from 
Virginia she at once became the reigning 
belle. Her beautiful face and form attracted 
scores of suitors. 


Has Two Ardent Wooers. 


‘‘Among the wooers two vied with one an- 
other in the ardor and impetuosity of their 
courtship. One was Mr. Sturgeon; the other 
a young man of Louisville, of a fine family 
and charming personality. 

“ Amy could not decide between them. Still 
they urged and finally made formal declara- 
tions, asking her to think the matter over and 
give them their answers. 

“ After delaying as long as possible, Amy 
decided in favor of the Kentuckian and wrote 
him a brief note accepting him. Then she 
wrote Mr. Sturgeon a kindly little letter 
thanking him for the bonor he had shown her, 
but telling him she had plighted herself té 
another. 


Each Man Got Wrong Letter. 
“Then she put the two letters in the en- 
velopes she had already directed.

FIRE ALARM TO SAVE NAG. 


“OLD PLUG” FALLS AND WATER IS 
FLOODED OVER HIM FOR HOURS. 


People of All Ages and Sorts Are 
Aroused to Sympathy and Express 
Hope That the Horse Will Recover 
—Progress of Cars Is Hindered by 
the Heroic Treatment, but the Gen- 
eral Sentiment Is to Give the Vet- 
eran,Animal a Chance. 


He was only a plug of a horse—a big, raw- 
bonéd animal! of brown, hitched with one of 
his color to a rattling, springless wagon, 
smeared with mud. He belonged to the Wal- 
dorf-Woodley company, 6250 Michigan ave- 
nue. He had performed his duty well until 
he reached the corner of Monroe and Clark 
streets, shortly after noon yesterday. ‘Then 
the earnestness of his endeavor and the vi- 
ciousnese of the sun and humidity dropped 
him in his tracks. 

He was what is known as a “ plug’’— 
just a big draw horse—but the expression of 
sympathy that went out to him was of the 
sort that went out to the lamented kings of 
the course—Sysonby and Ram’s Horn. Men 
hurrying to their work took a minute “ off "’ 
to look at the stricken beast, and got back 
to their offices half an hour late; women 
clasped their hands in womanly sympathy 
and forgot about the big bargains; coppers 
forgot the heat and tried to think of some- 
thing to relieve the heavy breathing horre’s 
suffering. 

That horse’s eyes were getting glassy; his 
legs were working rigid; his sides—well fed 
sides, as they were—heaved spasmodically. 
Presently a man possessing the appearance 
of great prosperity—he wore white sidewhis- 
kers an@ carried a cane—thumped his brow 
and suggested that water be given the horse. 
It was only a plug, but that animal's suffer- 
ing had touched the heart of every one who 
passed by. 


Sponge; Then the Firemen. 

Buckets were not at hand, although a big 
hearted saloonkeeper across the street sent 
his porter out with a wet sponge, and his 
rubbing seemed to afford relief for the mo- 
ment. But the man with the side whiskers 
and*an appointment, maybe, at some direc- 
tors’ meeting, didn’t think there was enough 
water in the sponge. 

‘‘ Where's the fire department?.””’ snapped 
thé man with the side whiskers. ‘“ That 
horse is still on fire. We must get more 
water or he will burn up. Call a fire com- 
pany.” 

Forthwith Fire company No. 1, La Salle 
and Monroe streets, was called. A line of 
hose was laid from a plug at Clark and 
Monroe streets. Before ten minutes had 
c.apsed a big hose was attacned to the 
bydrant on the corner, and before another 
ten minutes had passed about forty square 
yards of Clark street resembled flood time. 

Long after people—late eaters—Dad par- 
taken of their evening repasts volunteers 
were wading through the puddle and keep- 
ing the nozzle of that big pipe pointed at the 
slow breathing, gasping animal. 


Men Work Like Beavers. 

“ Wanged if this don’t do my soul good!” 
came from an old man in an alpaca coat. 
“T’ve been hanging ‘round for an hour and 
a half, and some of these lads here have boen 
working like beavers all the time to save 
that horse’s life. He’s a homely plug, but 
his ‘station’ don’t seem to make much differ- 
ence. I didn’t think it was in *em.”’ 

For hours the street cars had to pick their 
way through the crowd that enclosed the 
poor horse—that PLUG of raw bones, but 
even the motormen didn't lose their temper. 
A big man with a red mustache, operating a 
Wentworth avenue car was heard to remark: 

“Why don’t they shoot him?” 

“Why, there's a chanst to bring him ‘ to,” ” 
said a boy with a bundle of “ extras’’ under 
his arm. 

‘‘He’s breathin’ mighty heavy,” 
motorman. 

“O, so do you, when you run faster n you 
en walk.’’

“T hope they save him,” and the vigorous 
ring of the conductor was the only thing that 
sent the motorman on his way, 

At 9 o'clock the PLUG made a frantic ef- 
fort to get to his feet, but some man in the 
crowd who said he knew all about horses, 
urged that he be kept on the ground.

CONDEMNED MURDERER, DEAF, 
AIDED IN FIGHT FOR PARDON. 


Friends Seek Freedom for George W. 
Folts, Who Issues Appeal from Cell at 
Joliet—Mason Will Present Case. 


While friends of George W. Foltz, a deaf 
prisoner at Joliet serving a life term for 
murder, were working yesterday to present 
a petition for his release to the pardon board, 
the convict issued a public appeal in his own 
behalf. He ts a civil war veteran, having 
served with the Seventy-fourth Illinois 
volunteers. 

Folts was convicted of stabbing Spencer 
Post, one of three men who were tormenting 
him by reason of his affliction. Folts in his 
statement declares that he was railroaded 
to the penitentiary because, on account of 
his deafness, he had no chance to refute the 
charges of Post's friends. He claims also 
that they perjured themselves to secure his 
conviction. Lacking the necessary funds to 
appeal his case, friends carried it to the Su- 
preme court of the United States, but failed 
to obtain a writ of habeas corpus, which they 


sought. 

Former Senator Mason has contributed his 
services and will take the case before the 
board of pardons. 

‘“ Although I am a deaf man, as the court 
record shows, no sympathy was shown for 
my infirmity,” says Folts in his statement. 
“My deafness was used as a pretext for with- 
holding from me all the rights of an accused 
person. None of the proceedings was com- 
municated to me during the progress of my 
trial until the verdict was brought in.” 


SHOT 6 TIMES; PHONES POLICE. 


Galion, 0., Saloonkeeper Has Fearful 
Fight with Masked Burglars, Who 
Rob Him of $250. 


Galion, O., Aug. 23.—After having been 
shot six times by masked burg ars, C. &. 
Bittner, a saloonkeeper, staggered to the 
telephone and notified the police late last 
night, after which he fainted from loss of 
blood.

Tenant Defends Girl Strikers. 

“Tt is an insult to ask respectable young 
women to go to their work through that 
alley,’ was the way the matter was put by 
a business woman whose office overlooks the 
alleys in which the central exchange office 
is located. 

Her office is in the rear’of the third floor 
of the building at 90 Washington street, and 
she declared she often has to close her win- 
dows in order to avoid hearing profane lan- 
guage used by teamsters, loafers, and saloon 
patrons in the alley below. 

‘The young women, in order to enter the 
building,’ she said, “‘ must pass three or 
four saloons with entrances in the alley. I 
often am in my office late at night, and such 
brawls as I have been compelled to witness 
are beyond mention. What will people think 
of young girls seen entering such alleys as 
that? 

“The telephone company is doing a great 
deal of talking about how well it treate its 
operators. If this is a fair sample I don't 
think much of it.” 


Attorney and Women Protest. 


An attorney who has an office near the 
alley wrote last evening to Tue Tris- 
UNE: 

“T do not want my name mentioned, but 
if the telephone company is still insisting 
upon its employés coming through that dirty 
alley, it seems to me an indignation meet- 
ing of citizens should be called. The con- 
duct of the company in this regard is in- 
decent, inhuman, and barbarous,”’ 

Members of the Chicago Woman's club 
took a lively interest in the girls’ strike. 

“TT am glad that the girls won their 
point,” said Mrs. L 8. Blackwelder, presi- 
dent- of that organization. “‘An alley en- 
trance is bad enough, but certainly the giris 
should not have been asked to pass saloons 
where they would hear or see anything that 
would offend their womanhood. I do not 
speak for the club and do not know that it 
will take any action in the matter. The 
young women appear to have settied it to 
their own satisfaction.”’ 

Miss fMary E. Miller, an attorney with 
an office in the Unity building, near by, and 
president of the Lilinois Business Women's 
federation, said: 

‘*] a@mire the girls’ spirit. They never 
should have been asked to use that alley. 
The working woman has a right toentera 
building from the street. The male employés 
ef the telephone company, I understand, are 
permitted to use the Washington street en- 
trance. Aside from the demoralizing influ- 
ence of the saloons, it is not pleasant for a 
woman to pick her way through a line of 
wagons such as I have seen standing in that 
alley.”

Congressman and Federation 
Head Have Exchange Over 
Labor Queries. 


ILLINOIS MEMBERS REPLY 


Two Given Stamp of “O K” and 
' Others Declared Right on 
Most Legislation. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 23.—[Specia!.]— 
President Gompers of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor today made public the replies 
of members of the Illinois delegation in the 
house of representatives, who define their 
attitude on the questions of interest to labor 
in response to thecircular letter recently sent 
out by the federation, demanding to know 
the position of senators and congressmen on 
the “bill of grievances” presented to con- 
grese at its last session. 

Perhaps the sharpest correspondence that 
yet has passed is that between Representa- 
tive Mann and Mr. Gompers, as a result of 
which the labor leader has seen fit to place 
the label of “ hostile’”’ beside the name of 
Mr. Mann. Mr. Mann's letter is as follows: 

“TI beg to say, with all respect, it is not 
my habit to express my opinion of legislation 
in advance of its coming before me for ac- 
tion. A number of things to which you refer 
to in your communication I have no knowl- 
edge except your statements, which natural- 
ly cannot be full in this kind of a communi- 
cation. Any matters relating to labor orany 
other subjects coming before any committees 
of which I am a member I am willing to see 
presented at any time and express a judg-

“To me it is a matter of great regret that 
you indulge in threats against members of 
congress. It has to some extent lessened 
the great reepect which I had come to have 
for you without any personal acquaintance.” 


Gompers’ Reply Spicy. 

This is Gompers’ answer to Mann: 

“It will be observed how hostile is the 
Position which Mann takes because we had 
the temerity to interrogate him ae to hie 
‘attitude toward labor and reform liegisla- 
tion in the interest of all the people. Healso 
feels much put out that laber now manifests 
greater activity in its own interests and 
insists that members of congress shall act 
in fairer and more sympathetic manner to- 
ward proposed measures. Our determination 
to favor the election of friendly congreses- 
men carries with it the right to defeat the 
unfriendly. The ballot is the constitutional 
American method to carry that determina- 
tion into effect. Mr. Mann considers the use 
of the ballot a ‘ threat.’ 

“If the respect which he had for us has 
been leseened it is due to his own course and 
is not any fault of ours. We shall, how- 
ever. manage to struggle along under the 
burden of diminshed respect by Mann.” 

Representative Rives, in his letter to Pres- 
ident Gompers. states: 

“ I shall vote for every measure I believe to 
be for the protection of the American laboring 
man when opportunity vresents iteelf.’’ 

Gompers comments on the reply as follows: 

“Perhaps Mr. Rives ‘believed’ when he 
voted for the annulment of the eight hour 
law on Panama canal construction he was 
voting for ‘the protection of the American 
laboring man.’ ”’ 


Stamps Prince as O. KE. 


Mr. Gompers places his official label of “O. 
K.” upon Representative Prince. Mr. Prince 
informs Gompers he is in favor of all propo- 
sitions advanced by the American Federation 
of Labor for the betterment of the condition 
of the laboring man. He favors the eight 
hour law, is opposed to convict labor entering 
into competition with outside free labor. and 
favors the Chinese exclusion law. Mr. Prince 
favors any legislation which will make safer 
human life in the harbors of the country, and 
ig committed to railroad regulation of rates. 
He ccurts a full investingation of his public 
life on these questions, both as a member of 
the Illinois legislature and since he has been 
a@ member of congress. 

Another member to receive full indorsement 
of the head of the great labor organization 
is Congresman-McGavin. He says he always 
advocated the eight hour proposition; is op- 
posed to convict labor competing with free 
labor; favors any anti-injunction measure 
“ which will restrict the use of the writ to the 
cases it was originally intended i[{t should 
reach.” 

Representative Smith is all right according 
to Gompers, except upon the eight hour law. 
Smith voted for its annulment in the con- 
struction of the Panama canal. 


McKinley in Line. 


Representative McKinley, who says he is 
in favor of any legislation which will im- 
prove the condition of the laboring man, re- 
ctives this comment at the hands of Gompers: 

" McKinley voted for the annulment of the 
eight hour iaw in the Panama canal con- 
Struction. It is regrettable he does not 
state he will vote for labor’s effective ant!- 
injunction bill rather than any bill which 
may be reported by the committee.” 

The official “O KK” indorsement is given 
Representative McKinney by President Gom- 
pers. McKinney says his sympathies al- 
ways have been with the laboring classes, 
and he favorably is disposed to all legislation 
a@emanded by labor organizations. 

Representative Dickson's views oon the 
* bill of grievances *’ coincide with those held 
by President Gompers, and therefore meet 
with the approval of the labor chief. 

The reply of Congressman Fuller meets 
with sarcastic comment from Gompers. Mr. 
Fuller says: 

“My sympathies are all with the man who 
toils and creates the wealth of the country, 
and so far as my feeble efforts go they will 
be for whatever affects his interests.’’ 

Mr. Gompers makes this comment: 

“ Fuller's sympathies ‘with the man who 
toils and creates the wealth of the country ’ 
are so deeply imbedded in his mind that he 
voted to annul the eight hour law in Panama 
canal construction.”’ 


Gompers Disputes Wharton. 


Representative Wharton states he voted 
against the eight hour law on Panama cana! 
work. Gompers denies the congressman's 
statement, saying the Congressional Record 
records him as not voting upon the proposi- 
tion to annul the eight hour law on canal 
construction. Upon other questions con- 
tained in the circular letter sent out by the 
labor organization Wharton is in full aceord 

Representative Michalek's views are in 
accord with those held by President Gom- 
pers and his associates, with the excep- 
tion,” says Mr. Michalek, “of my beef in 
the efficiency of our present*immigration act, 
when rigidly enforced.” 

Representative Rodenberg favors all the

The only objection Gompers can find to 
Representative Graff's position on questions 
affecting labor's interests is that he voted for 
the annulment of the eight hour law in Pare- 
ma canal construction. 

Representative Rainey, the only demo- 
eratic member, who has réplied to Gompers’ 
circular letter, sayg he ig in favor of the 
propositions advocated by the labor organi- 
gation and he is glad to see the laboring or- 
ganizations asserting themselves.

JEROME RETURNS T0 FRAY 


‘VIEWS OF TAMMANY 
ERS ON HEARST. 


L 


Wants to Know if Things They Said 
Last Year About Newspaper Pub- 
Msher Were True or False—District 
Attorney Refuses to Waste Time 
Discussing Question of Editor’s 
Nomination—Willing te Be Chari- 
table Toward Political Foes. 


New York, Aug. 23.—[Special.)—District 
Attorney Jerome called on Tammany Hall 
district leaders today to come out into the 
open and put themselves on record as to 
whether the things they said about William 
R. Hearst last year were true or false. They 
were leaders then, Mr. Jerome said, and now 
is the time for them to come out in the lead. 
If what they said about Hearst last ee was 
true, why isn’t ft true today. 

Then, taking a whack at Charles P. Murphy, 
Mr. Jerome pictured hirmn as an example of a 
man “turning the other cheek,"’ who has 
been swatted twice and wanted to be swatted 
again. Hearst is just like Murphy, Jerome 
said, ‘‘a man of no ideas or importance.”’ 
The men to be considered were the group 
around him, whose ideas armed an an- 
archist, Czolgosz, and sent him on his way 
to strike down a president. As for Hearst, 
he couldn't claim to be the original prophet 
who brought the ten commandments from the 
mountains. 

Mr. Jerome said he wanted to see a demo- 
cratic state convention where the voice of 
the voters expressed not the wishes of a 
** few Httle ducks.”’ 


Thinks Hearst Impossible. 

“If Hearst was nominated by the demo- 
cratic state convention what would you do?” 
some one asked. 

**O, let us discuss something practical,”’ 
said Mr. Jerome, wearily. “‘ You won’t have 
to face that situation. The democratic party 
has had to drink some bitter drafts, but 
it won't have to take that medicine.”’ 

‘Murphy, however, should not be so se- 
verely criticised. This is a Christian world 
and a Christian example should be praised. 
This is a campaign of the ten command- 
ments. I am running on the ten command- 
ments platform, Hearst is, Higgins is going 
to, and Odell is the greatest exponent of us 
all. There is no one in public life, on the 
platform or in the platform, who does not 
have regard for the ten commandments. Mr. 
Hearst cannot claim to be the prophet who 
came down from the meuiit like the ten 
commandments. He has habitually been 
more like Moses, who, on a certain oc- 
casion, when irritated, broke them all at 
once. 

‘‘Murphy has expressed his opinion on the 
situation. There are thirty-five district lead- 
ers—all of them leaders. They led last year. 
Why do not some of them come out and 
formulate something? Where do they stand? 


Way to Settle Fight. 


“The way to settle a fight is to fight. The 
leaders might all lead. Murphy has led, now 
let some one else lead. 

“The democratic convention, in theory, 
should voice the will of the party, and there 
is to be a convention soon. I am for seating 
all delegates, waiving every technicality. 
Seat every man, is my idea. If the democratic 
party has not got vitality enough to fight out 
its own battles, then what’s the use? I'am 
against a convention when three or four lit- 
tle ducks go in a back room and talk of the 
availability of a man. Availability always 
means how much money can be raised for 
the campaign fund. This bunch then reports 
to the convention the name of the man and 
there is a ‘rah, ‘rah, ‘rah and it is all over. 
No votes follow such a candidate.”’ 

Mr. Jerome was asked if he had not been 
elected as a candidate for district attorney in 
1901 by a small group of men'and to this he 
said he had, through R. Fulton Cutting and 
the Citizens’ union. 

“Just because I was so nominated, how- 
ever, in 1901,”’ he added, “* ft does not make it 
right, and I am opposed to such methods.” 


Says Higgins Will Win. 

Willlam Barnes Jr., chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the republican state com- 
mittee, after a conference with Gov. Hig- 
gins, came to New York tonight and an- 
nounced that the governor was a candidate 
for renomination. 

“Gov. Higgins,’’ said. Mr. Barnes, “is a 
candidate for renomination. He never chased 
after a renomination, and he is not chasing 
after a renomination. He isa candidate for 
renomination, but he does not demand the 
honor from the state convention. 

“ Friends of Gov. Higgins will control the 
state convention and nominate him.”’

THIRD LYNCHED IN 10 DAYS 


ANOTHER NEGRO PUT TO DEATH 
BY SOUTH CAROLINA MOB. 


Arrested and Pliaced in Jail on Charge 
of Attempting to Climb Into Win- 
dow and Later Taken by Namber of 
Men, Strung Up te Limb, and Five 
Hundred Hulletsa Fired Into His 
Body—Disagreement Reported in 
Leader’s Trial. 


Columbia, 8S. C., Aug. 23.—William Spain, a 
North Carolina negro, 21 years old, was shot 
to death by a mob near St. George, Dorches- 
ter county, this afternoon. This is the third 
lynching in South Carolina within ten days. 

5. L. Connor, manager of the Dorchester 
Lumber company’s stores at Badham, was 
notified by a negro that he saw another negro 
attempting to enter a window of his home 
and then run away into a nearby cane paicn. 
Connor immediately started for his home, 
going through the oane field. He suddeniy 
came upon Spain, and grappled with the 
negro, striking him a severe blow, breaking 
several bones in his hand. The negro freed 
himself and ran into nearby woods. 


Strung Up; Riddled with Bullets. 


Connor notified his neighbors, and about 
two hours later Spain was captured and 
locked up in jail. Shortly afterward a posse 
ofaforty or fifty men went to the sheriff, and, 
sequring the keys to the jail, took the negro 
to the house of Connor, where his 11 year old 
daughter identified the negro as the one 
who'tried to climb through the window. 

The mob then took the negro toa nearby 
oak tree, strung him up to a limb, and fired 
about 500 shets into his body. 


No Agreement in Mob Case. 


Springfield, Mo., Aug. 23.—In the case of 
Doss Galbraith, the alleged mob leader, 
charged with murder in the second degree, 
the jury reported to the court tonight that 
two ballota had been taken but noagreement 
had been reached. The jury stoodten to two, 
but it is not known whether the majority was 
in favor of conviction or acquittal. 

One of the lawyers for the defense in his 
argument said that while the act ag the mob 
in lynching the negroes might be a violation 
of the written law, “there is an unwritten 
law higher than that and that is the one 
they obeyed. Under the unwritten law they 
had a right to do ae they did.”’ 

The state objected to those statements and 
the court sustained the objection. 


BOMB IN BAY STATE POLITICS. 


Conservative Wing of Democracy Dum- 
founded Over Withdrawal of 
Henry M. Whitney. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 23.—[{Special.]—The 
conservative wing of the democratic party 
in this state is completely dumfounded over 
the withdrawal of Henry M. Whitney’s can- 
didacy for the gubernatorial nomination.

VALPARAISO, Aug. 23. — Fernandez 
Bianco, governor of the province of Valpa- 
raiso, has prociaimed the city of Valparaiso 
in a state of siege and conferred supreme 
authority on Navy Capt. Gomez Carreno, 

The prefect of police is charged with ‘he 
duty of collecting agd distributing food. -One 
of the first acts of the military governor was 
to issue an order that any persons found 
breaking water mains should be shot. Tne 


are actively progressing at Baron Hill, Vina 
Del Mar, and Ramaditas, where a large num- 
ber of mains were broken during the earth- 
quake. . 

Meat and bread are scarce. Meat is now 
being distributed by the authorities. The 
grocers’ shops that were not destroyed by 
the earthquake are now nearly out of stock. 
Canned meats, sardines, condeneed milk, and 
biscuits are much needed. 

As a first installment the government has 
appropriated $4,000,000 for the relief of the 
destitute. 

Delay in Burying Dead. 

One of the greatest difficulties encountered 
by the authorities is the interment of the 
bodies recovered from the ruins, as all the 
cemeteries were destroyed. At the various 
temporary morgues heaps of coffins have ac- 
cumulated, awaiting the designation of their 
place of burial. The work of recovering the 
hodies is being pushed to the utmost in order 
to avoid an epidemic. 

The total number of corpses buried 
Tuesday, Aug. 21, was 648. 

The main postoffice has been reopened.

Order Out of Chass. 

The work of bringing order out of chaos is 
progressing rapidly and the telephone and 
telegraph lines have been restored to San- 
tlago. The postal system is in working order 
and mail is being delivered regularly. 

The whole of Victoria street tonight is {l- 
luminated by electric lamps. Two other 
streets also are lighted, and tomorrow night 
Cerro and Alefres street will be lighted. 
Electric cars already are running between 
Baron statiébn and Becreo, and probably to- 
morrow the operation of cars will be extended 
to Vina del Mar. 

A movement is om foot to organize a com- 
pany to facilitate the raising of the money 
necessary to reconstruct the city. It is pro- 
posed to advance the sums needed without 
interest for the first six months, The plan 
is to construct the new buildings of light 
matertnis and to lay out the streets so that 
they will have a uniform width of twenty 
meters. 

The department pf public works at San- 
tiago has appropriated $100,000 for the con- 
struction of sheds to shelter the refugees 
from Valparaiso and elsewhere who con- 
tinue to arrive there.

Thought Him a Highwayman. 

“The machine I was driving is my own,” 
said Huck, “and I intend to take this up asa 
personal affair, aside.from Mr. Armour’s 
coneern in it. The man wae as absolutely out- 
side the law as a highway man could have 
been, and we thought at first we were being 
held ‘up.”’ 

Mrs. Armour and herdaughter, Lolita, who 
were in the car, spent the day at Lake Forest. 
It had been reported that they suffered a se 
vere nervous shock from the experience, but 
in the evening it was announced that no se- 
rious results had followed. 

According to Huck's account of the shoot- 
ing, the machine was not exceeding the speed 
Hmit and was moving scarcely four miles an 
hour, when the policeman boarded it.

Deputation Will Be Sent to Washing- 
ton to Confer with Congressional 
Committee Over Measure—Thirty 
Day Notice Causes Doubt as to Its 
Meaning—Baseball Teams of Raiti- 
way Men Will Play Today—Penn- 
sylvania’s Reduction to Be Met. 


Tt was decided at the meeting of the traffic 
committee of the IIMnois Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation at the Auditorium hotel yesterday 
to send a deputation to Washington wd 7 
fer with the interstate commerce committee 
next Tuesday, with a view to securing a con- 
struction and enforcement of the new rate 
law which will be favorable to the interests 
of the shippers of the country. The meeting 
developd the fact that there is as much con- 
fusion among shippers regarding the mean- 
ing of many provisions of the law as there 
apperentiy is among railway men. Fears 
were expressed that it may prove harmful 
rather than beneficial to patrons of the rail- 
roads. The general opinion was that it will 
be sure to prove so if the interstate com- 
merce commission shall interpret the am- 
biguous provisions in the same way rallway 
counsed are conetruing them. 

The views of Chicago shippers regarding 
the way these doubtful points enould be de- 
cided were set forth in resolutions It was 
stated that they deal fully with the regula- 
tions to be adopted in reference to the thirty 
days’ notice which the law requires to be 
given of changes of rates and with other 
questions at present much mooted in railway 
circles. 

It is the avowed intention to bring all pos- 
sible pressure to bear to have the disputed 
points decided as the shippers think they 

be rather than as the railways are 
asking that they shall be.

Orendorff of Canton, president of the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ asscciation, an@ will leave 
for Washington Sunday night.
